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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest prior art is 
represented by Ohlsson et al, who teach a two-phase system with PEG/Dextran to separate 
plasmid DNA from denatured chromosomal DNA and RNA. Such a method is excluded from 
the instant claims due to step (d) of claim 1 . Furthermore, Ohlsson et al do not teach the use of 
the EO-PO polymer for nucleic acid purification as instantly recited in claim 1 . There are no 
general teachings in the art to use such an EO-PO polymer for nucleic acid purification.
